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THE FRANCO REGIME. 
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VANCE IS HERE OFFICIALLY TO ATTEND A MEETING OF THE US- 
SPANISH COUNCIL, A BODY SET UP BY HENRY KISSINGER DESIGNED 
PRIMARILY TO DISCUSS MILITARY PLANNING. BUT VANCE IS 
MEETING PRIVATELY WITH SUAREZ THIS MORNING, AND HE DID NOT 
MISS THE OPPORTUNITY WHEN HE ARRIVED IN MADRID LAST NIGHT 
TO EXPRESS HIS ADMIRATION FOR THE PROGRESS SPAIN IS MAKING 
TOWARDS DEMOCRACY. 

MONDALE WILL BE COMING OSTENSIBLY BECAUSE HE PLANNED TO 
VISIT PORTUGAL, AND SPAIN IS JUST NEXT DOOR. 

COINCIDENCE, OR DIPLOMATIC OVERKILL, PRIME MINISTER SUAREZ 
WAS SMILING BROADLY THIS MORNING, AND IT'S NOT DIFFICULT 
TO UNDERSTAND WHY.
